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Army leaves Lebanon after 


destroying Hizbullah stronghold 


Three soldiers die in fierce fighting in Maidoun; 40 terrorists killed in battle

SAFAD - Three Israeli soldiers 
were killed and 17 wounded in a 
fierce battle yesterday moming 
with Hizbullah gunmen in the 
South Lebanese village of Mai- 
doun, only a few hours before 
the IDF wound up what defence 
sources called “8 successsful 

two-tiered operation.” 

All the IDF units involved in 
the incursion had left Lebanon 
by Jast night, less than 48 hours 
after they went in. 

The three soldiers, Seren Zion 
Mizrahi, Seren Boaz Ravid, and 
Samal Marco Bemstein, from a 
paratrooper unit that entered 
Lebanon on Tuesday night, 
were killed in the battle for Mai- 
doun, a key Hizbullah strong- 
hold 2.5 kilometres north of the 
security zone and 11 kilometres 
south of Lake Karoun. Over 40 
Hizbullah gunmen were killed in 
the battle. 

Yesterday's fighting marked the 
second and final stage of what the 
IDF is calling “Operation Law and 
Order.” The first stage was Tues- 
day's search of the area around the 
security zone. The raid began on 
Monday night with the entry of sev- 
eral hundred troops into the area. 

Heavy artillery shelling of Mai- 
doun and other terrorist positions in 
the vicinity preceded the overrun- 
ning of the village. 

Tanks and attack helicopters as- 
sisted the paratroopers in the as-

sault, which took the gunmen by 
surprise. The village has served Hiz- 
bullah as a major centre for its activ- 
ities against the South Lebanese 
Amny. and as a Jaunching point for 
several attempts to infiltrate 
through the security zone to the Is- 
raeli border. 

Hizbullah had fortified the village 
with bunkers. trenches and other

The battle began at first light. The 
soldiers. who had taken up positions 
on the outskirts of Maidoun after 
making their approach under cover 
of darkness, were met by fierce re- 
sistance from the gunmen. some of 
whom managed to reach their

trenches. Other gunmen fought 
from inside the 60-70 homes in the 
village. 

After the initial exchange of fire. 
in which two Israeli soldiers were 
killed, the IDF unleashed another 
artillery barrage at the centre of the 
village. A small tank force moved in 
with the advancing paratroopers as 
house after house was cleared. At- 


tack helicopters also fired at the 
houses. and patrolled the area 
around the village. 

North of Maidoun, the helicop- 
ters destroyed three artillery pieces 
belonging to the Lebanese Army 
and placed between the villages of 
Ein E-Tina and Masha'ura. LAF 
planes circled overhead. but senior 
military sources strongly denied re- 
ports from Lebanon about aerial 
bombing attacks. 

The sources also flatly denied that 
there had been any contact with Syr- 
ian forces north of Maidoun. The 
sources said the Syrians, who had 
been on alert since the previous day, 
showed an interest in the IDF oper- 
ation but took no action. (However. 
the Associated Press reported that 
Israeli forces shelled a 50-man Syri- 
an Army garrison in Mashrara as 
they the stormed Maidoun. Accord- 
ing to AP. there were no casualties 
among the Syrian soldiers, who did 
not return fire. But Reuters report- 
ed last night that one Svrian soldier 
was lightly wounded in the shelling 
of Mashrara.) 

The third Israeli fatality occurred 
in the second phase of the attack on 
the village. which ended at 1:30 
p.m. The IDF later blew up and 
bulldozed the Hizbullah’s fortifica- 
tions as well as those buildings that 
had been used as headquarters and 
homes for the gunmen. 

The sources said Maidoun was the 
southernmost outpost of the Hizbul- 
lab in the Beka‘a Valley. The bulk 
of the Hizbullah force is based in 
Bualbek. in Syrian-controlled terri-

Amal and Hizbullah join 
together in village battle

ROSH HANIKRA - Amal and Hiz- 
bullah Shi'ites set aside their differ- 
ences and joined forces to battle 
IDF troops in Maidoun yesterday, 
according to reports from Lebanon. 

Some reports put the number of 
guomen killed at over 40, the major- 
ity members of Hizbullah. 

Amal, in an official statement is- 
sued in Beirut, anvounced that 
three of its militiamen had been 
killed and at least seven wounded. 

The Islamic Resistance, the mil- 
tary arm of Hizbullah, said 10 of its 
men had been killed or wounded. 

The statements said that after 
long and bitter fighting, IDF troops 
overcame the “defenders” and oc- 
cupied the village. 

Unifit spokesman Timur Goksel 
reported that over 1,000 artillery 
rounds were fired by IDF and South 
Lebanese Army batteries — most of 
them in the direction of Maidoun. 
He aoted that there was also a great 
deal of helicopter activity in the 
Tegion. 


Radio Beirut reported that the 
Syrians had withdrawn some of their 
troops from Mashrara, a village near 
Maidoun, leaving only a symbolic 
force in their garrison there. 

Meanwhile, the pro-Syrian Na- 
tional Resistance Movement 
claimed responsibility for firing Ka- 

rockets around the Christian 
township of Marjayoun yesterday. 
Six rockets fell in the area, and one 
scored a direct hit on ἃ Norwegian 
Unifil position. Goksel said the 
rocket crashed through the roof of 
the building, which was unoccupied 
at the aime. 

The Communist-led NRM said it 
had used new multi-barrelled rocket 
launchers capable of firing 40 Ka- 
tyushas to hit IDF positions near 
Marjayoun and strongholds along 
the border of the zone. 

In a statement from Beirut, the 
NRM said the attack was in re- 
sponse to the IDF’s sweep of vil- 
lages north of the zone.

‘Operation achieved all of its aims’ — Peled

SAFAD - The elimination of the 
Hizbullah threat was worthwhile de- 
spite the losses to the IDF in the 
action, OC Northern Command 
λύε Peled said last night. 
peaking to military ters in 
his Dffice  Peled said the the 48- 
hour incursion into Lebanon bad 
achieved all of its aims. It served to 
deter terrorist activity i the area by 
Clearing out terrorist positions and 
by warning villagers not to 
cooperate. 
The operation. he said, also dem- 
onstrated the IDF's ability to act 


when and where it chooses and with 
whatever size force it wants. Peled 
explained that. despite the cost, the 
IDF must seize the initiative to 
achieve security in the north. 

“When you go into battle vou 
must expect to pay 3 price. I am 
sorry about every one of our losses. 
You can imagine what my ability is 
to deal with losses." said Peled. who 
is a Holocaust survivor. 

“Part of achieving security. to my 
sorrow. is through uncompromising 
battle against threat. This battle in- 
volves military confrontations and 
battles that we initiate. War is not 
one-sided.” 


“I must tell you that, with all the 
sormow in my heart. you sometimes 
have to take the initiative and attack 
because by ot taking the initiative 
you may save some casualties for the 
moment. but in another few months 
the casualties will be immeasurably 
greater." 

Peled rejected the suggestion that 
the IDF action was necessitated by 
weakness or failure on the part of 
Antoine Lahad’s Southern Leba- 
nese Army (SLA). 

“First of all, the SLA took part ia 
the operation.” he said. “It carried 
out a number of searches in the vil- 
jages of Mimess, Ain Aata und Ain 


Zeta. It uncovered weapons-caches 
and bunkers. They did their job. 

“Parallel to the IDF activities.” 
he said, “the SLA also carried out 
searches in the area of Shiba and 
Shuba. northwest of Har Dov. We 
don’t think that the IDF is doing the 
SLA’s job in this operation. There 
are things they can't do, and there 
are therefore operations which are 
IDF operations. The operations 
which the IDF engages in are those 
with a direct connection to the secu- 
rity of the north.” 

Peled reiterated that the IDF had 
no intention of getting involved with 
the Syrians. 


‘Veritable war’ in Lebanon — Tass 


MOSCOW (AP) -- “‘Israel’s military 
drive into Southern Lebanon is noth- 
ing less than a veritable war"* whose 
consequences could be critical for the 
world, the Tass news agency said 
yesterday in its first comment on the 
incursion. 


The Soviet announcement came 
about half an hour before Israel an- 


nounced that its forces had left 
Lebanon. 

Jerusalem's claim that the targets 
of its campaign were terrorist groups 
responsible for recent raids into 
northern Israel were ridiculed by 
Tass, which said it might have 
seemed plausible initially, but ‘after 
24 hours have passed, it has become 
clear that it is a veritable war.” 


Sofaer off to Cairo for response on Taba

U.S. State Department legal ad- 
viser Abraham D. Sofaer flew to 
Cairo yesterday to hear Egypt's re- 
sponse to the decision made by the 
Prime Ministers’ Forum yesterday. 
According to that decision Israel 
would like to make yet another ef- 
fort to resolve the Taba dispute 
through a negotiated compromise. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres and 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin de- 


‘cided yesterday to seek a compro- 


mise solution for Taba and thus 
stave off the final phase of the arbi- 
tration process, which is expected to 
begin on May 10. 5 
‘The three, however, did not re- 
late to the specific compromise of- 
fered by Sofaer this week, by which 


Egypt would be granted sovereignty 
over Taba and ownership of the in- 
stallations in the area, while Israel 
would be guaranteed certain man- 
mt and access rights. 

Shamir told his Likud colleagues 
yesterday that the Egyptians are 
wary of an unfavourable decision by 


the arbitrators, and are therefore Ὁ 


likely to agree to an effort to achieve 
a compromise solution, which 
would be negotiated in direct talks. 

The prime minister's assessment. 
however, is contested by informed 
sources in Jerusalem. who claim that 
Egypt will only agree to negotiate 
on the basis of the specific proposals 
presented by Sofaer. The Egyptians 
are certain of winning in the arbitra- 
tion process, the sources said, and 
are likely either to reject Israel's 


decision outright or to ask for fur- 
ther Israeli clarifications. 

Any interest which Egypt has in a 
compromise stems from its con- 
cern that Israe) would drag its feet in 
implementing the arbitration deci- 
sion and withdrawing from Taba. 
the sources said. 

Sofaer’s proposals are unaccept- 
able to the Prime Minister and have 
elicited only lukewarm support from 
Peres and Rabin. 

Sofaer is expected to return here 
at the end of the week with Egypt's 
reply, or to relay the Egyptian posi- 
tion from Cairo and return directly 
to the U.S.. 

In what was perceived as an ex- 
pression ot displeasure with Sofaer’s 
mediation efforts. the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office told Egyptian ambassa- 


dor Mohammed Bassiouny of the Is- 
raeli decision. and proposed that 
Israel and Egypt negotiate directly 
on the matter. 

An Egyptian request for a more 
concrete Israeli commitment to So- 
faer's pruposals will require another 
Israeli decision. which will most 
likely be taken in the inner cabinet. 
Should the wo countries agree on 
the compromise effort. the arbitra- 
tors will be asked to postpone their 
verdict. 

On the other hand. an outright 
Egyptian rejection of the Israeli po- 
sition will result in the abandonment 
of the compromise effort. The Taba 
controversy will then be left to the 
arbitrators. wha are empowered 
only to grant the entire area to one 
of the two countries. 


Frenchmen held in Beirut 
freed by Islamic Jihad 


PARIS - Three French hostages 
who have been held in Lebanon 
since 1985 were released vesterday 
and handed over to a French gov- 
ermment emissary, French Interior 


Minister Charles Pasqua announced. 


Journalist Jean-Paul Kauffmann, 
43, and diplomats Marcel Carton, 
64, and Marcel Fontaine, 45, had 
been held in Lebanon by the pro- 
Iranian Islamic Jihad. Pasqua said 
that the three were in a “sufe place” 
after being handed over to bis emis- 
sary. Jean-Charles Marchiani. Earii- 
er. guards at the Summerland Hotel 
in Beirut reported seeing the hos- 
tages handed over ro Syrian intelli- 
gence officials. 

Marchiani, who was working un- 


der the alias Stefani. had been given 
carte blanche from the French gov- 
ernment to win their release. 

The dramatic announcement 
came only four days before the run- 
off in the French presidential elec- 
tion. Premier Jacques Chirac -- one 
of the contenders for the presidency 
- interrupted an election speech at 
Strasbourg to break the news. 

The release had been expected for 
several days, since France was re- 
ported to have agreed to pay Iran 
$670 million. That was the amount 
awed to Teheran on a billion-dollar 
loan made by the late Shah Moham- 
med Reza Pahlavi and frozen by the 
Freoch government after the 1979 
Islamic Revolution in Iran.

Reagan's agenda when he meets with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev late 
this month in Moscow, Secretary of State Shultz has assured a delegation of 
American Jewish leaders. 

“We are constantly trying to see what tactics we can employ that will be 
effective,” Shultz said. “I think all of us are motivated only by one thing — 
how can we be effective in bringing about the results that we seek. That's all. 
That’s enough.” ν 

The secretary spoke late Tuesday at the State Department before a 
visiting delegation from the National Conference on Soviet Jewry. chaired 
by Morris Abram. 

He said the U.S. would never reduce its pressure on the Soviet Union to 
permit the free emigration of its Jews. ; 

“We will never forget them,” he said. “We will keep working on their 
Problems forever. We'll never forget.” 

The secretary said that he and Reagan would continue to press the Soviets 
to accelerate the bureaucratic process resulting in emigration for those Jews 
seeking permission to leave. In addition, he said, the U.S. would urge the 
Soviets to drop their claims that some of the would-be emigrants possess

“state secrets," and therefore cannot leave. 

The U.S. is also pressing the Soviets to permit anyone to leave -- not only 
those Jews who have close “first-degree” relatives in the West. This right 
was guaranteed. he said. in the Helsinki accords. 

The secretary went on to reject the occasional ability of Soviet parents to 
veto the emigration of their grown children. some of whom are themselves 

rents. é 
Post year, Jewish emigration increased to between 700 and 9UU per 
month, compared with some 100 a month the yeur before. This year.

Shultz. while welcoming those numbers. pointed out that they still repre- 
sented only a small fraction of those Jews who would like τὸ leave. “So we 
will keep at this.” be said. ὅ ; :

those who leave with an Israeli-stamped visa but upon reaching Vienna 
decide to settle in the U.S. instead. Only about 25 per cent of recent Jewish 
emigrants have come to Israel. ᾿ Ἵ 

But other U.S. officials said the U.S. - in contrast to Israel -- still continues 
to strongly support the principle of “freedom of chvice™ for Jewish emi- 
grants, meaning that they should be allowed τὸ live in any country they 
want.

In all cases, the researchers found 
that discrimination against Arabs 
continued to exist, despite some im- 
provements, Rosenfeld said. 

The findings were presented by 
members of the research team and 
representatives of the ICPME to the 
national committee of Arab local 
councils here yesterday. The council 
leaders welcomed the report, al-

The crux of the matter 


A MINOR stom has erupted within the Labour Party over 
Chairman Shimon Peres’s peace programme. Critics, mainly 
ou the party's hawkish wing, have taken exception to what 
they describe as the cavalier junking of established Labour 
positions, without prior consultation with the party's elected 
bodies. Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel has singled out for 
reproof Mr. Peres’s miserly treatment of the demand that, in 
* any peace arrangement the Jordan river should remain Israel’s 
security border, uncrossable by any foreign army. 
Mr Hillel for one would like to see it explicitly stated that 
the Jewish settlements set up, at the party's own past initiative, 
in the Jordan Valley will never be removed, but will be part of 


If Mr. Peres obliges, a Labour peace programme already 
stretched out to the limit rightward in the hope of pleasing as 
many voters as possible, will end up pleasing not very many; 
and will provide as likely a basis for negotiations as Herut’s 
platform. This is odd. It makes little sense, of course, to 
underline Labour's differences with Herut merely for the sake 
of bringing out the party’s distinctiveness. But it is no more 
sensible to try to assure voters that the differences between the 
two parties are really nothing to write home about, and that 
Labour is a perfectly safe haven for all those who say they care 


Herut says it cares about peace. And Herut’s “peace” 
message is simplicity itself.

BEYOND THE pale of 

the Great Wall in the har- 

drock badlands of north- 
ern China, a Chinese winemaker in 
Shacheng is seeking to produce a 
Western-style vintage that will find 
its way around the world: Great 
Wall wine, a medium-dry white pro- 
duced mainly from the “‘longyan™ or 
“dragon-tye” grape.~ 

Last year the company exported 
500 tons, with more than a third 
going to the U.S. This year Great 
Wall will ship 120,000 bottles to Ja- 
pan and hopes to export a total of 
600 tons, Depitty General Manager 
He Xiu said. 

Great Wall began producing the 
medium white in 1978 and exporting 
its 13 varieties in 1984. Last year the 
company made a small profit of 
200,000 yuan ($54,000) on produc- 
tion of 7,500 tons of wine. Only 
1,000 tons of that was the medium- 
dry wine, however, with the rest 
consisting of mostly sweet, syrupy 
varieties for China's domestic 
market.

IT WOULD be highly beneficial to

Democratic elections are aimed at 
*“feeling the public pulse,” i.e., they 

should allow voters to choose poli- 
cies, and representatives they think 
most capable of implementing 
them. 

This is the first reason to delay 
elections. Although voters can vote 
for y pra policies, they cannot 
vote for those persons they want to 
represent them and to implement 
these polices. . 

Attempts to introduce a direct 
representation system have failed 
dismally in the past, despite cam- 
paigns by civic-minded citizens; 
however, this is 10 reason to give up 
and continue - a of forced 
representation by own party 
functionaries whose main qualifica- 
tion is their ability to toe the party 
line. Many will disa, from pub-

in the Knesset. (On second thought, 
this might be 2 blessing in disguise.) 

The political parties could insti-. 
tute direct elections within.a short 
time in today’s electronic age -- if 
they wanted to.
